The Airtie's passengers wore lauded here 
and the following: pzrticulars fave. boon 
obtained: — We loft Thursday Island early on 
Saturday morning. All went well till 2.30 
aan. un Sunday, when we struck heavily 
ou.the suuthern side of Chapman Reef, 
about two miles from Cape Direction and 
40 miles south of the Pipe Lightship, The 
veasol was up to about midships on the reef, 
‘There was shone 14 fachome water forward, 
34 amidships, and 6 at stern at high 
water, Passengera differ as. to tho 
probuhility of getting the vessel off, The 
majority think ake will become a total 
wreek. All agrce that there iaa hole in 
tho hull 20ft. in length ; others state that 
there are half a dozen hulea besides, Tho 
cargo in No, 1 hold, consisting mainly of 
Tica and sugar, was thrown overdonrd.
